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Remarks 

By tine foregoing Amendment, claims 1-12 and 14-17 are cancelled and claims 
13 and 18 are amended. No new matter is added by this Amendment. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-12 and 14-17 under either 35 USC 102(e) or 
under 35 USC 103(a) over Gabai et al. (US Pat. 6,160,986). Applicant respectfully dis- 
agrees with the Examiner and believes Gabai et al. fails to disclose or teach every ele- 
ment of the invention as claimed in claims 1-12 and 14-17 and as particularly discussed 
in the previous Response of Applicant dated November 5, 2005. However, Applicant 
has elected to cancel claims 1-12, and 14-17 without prejudice, in order to facilitate the 
present application to be issued without further delay in prosecution and without incur- 
ring excessive cost in this application. However, if the Applicant chooses to, a continua- 
tion application may be filed for the subject matter in a due time permitted by the law. 

Claims 13 and 18 have been indicated to be allowed, if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim (i.e., claim 11). Claims 13 and 18 
have been amended by the foregoing Amendment as per the Examiner's suggestion. 
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Accordingly, in view of the forgoing, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 13 
and 18 as amended are in condition for allowance. Early notice to that effect is respect- 
fully requested.
